Broadcasters Lobby FCC On Allocation 


A coalition of broadcast groups led by the NAB is urg- 
ing the FCC to pay more attention to the concerns of radio 
and television stations as it considers new and expanded 


uses of the spectrum. 

“If our free loca) and universal 
broadcast system is to survive in 
an era of increased competition, 
we must have the capability not on- 
ly to maintain our current level of 
service but to match the technical 
quality of other media through im- 
provements,” said the broad 
casters in an August 3 letter to FOC 
Chairman Dennis Patrick. “But 
our opportunities may be com- 
pletely undercut if FCC policies in 
the interim result in eroding the 
technical integrity of present 
broadcast signals." 

The six-page letter was signed by 
the presidents of the NAB, the As- 
sociation of independent Television 
Stations, the Association of Max- 
imum Service Telecasters, the 
Corporation for Public Broadcast- 
ing, and National Public Radio.

“In choosing to permit these new 
facilities or services,” the broad- 
casters wrote, “the Commission 
has almost universally ignored or 
given short shrift to maintaining 
the public's existing service and to 
preserving opportunities for ex- 
pansion and quaiity improve 
ment.” 

The group also said the impact

cule changes that might result in 
increased interference has been 
obscured by the fact such changes 
are being evaluated in several dif- 
ferent proceedings. 

“Each proposal, standing alone, 
may not have universal or devas- 
tating interference consequences, 
but their cumulative effect can be 
severe.” said the coalition. 

Ironically, the broadcasters, 
many of whom have benefitted 
trom recent FCC deregulatior 
policies, also chastised the Com 


mission far “increasing reliance on 
marketplace forces as a substitute 
for regulation (of interference).” 

“While marketplace decisions 
May best serve consumers in 
Many other areas, they cannot be 
expected to protect the public’s 
service from interference,” said 
the group. “Nor do we believe the 
Communications Act provides the 
Commission with the leeway to ab 
low interference protection to be- 
come a matter of private negotia- 
tion among users of the radio spec- 
trum.”

WCBM has been off-air since 
May 27, when the entire staff walk- 
ed out in protest of the station’s re- 
peated failure to issue paychecks 
on time. Since then Magic 680, the 
Seymour-controlled company that 
holds the WCBM license, has been 
placed in receivership by a Balti- 
more County judge. 

Court-appointed receiver Ben 
nett Gaines last week told AP he 
hopes to have WCBM operating on 
a limited basis by September 15. 
Gaines said the station must be in 
operation by that date or it faces 


possible loss of its license, which 
expires October 1. He estimates he 
will need to borrow between 
$10,000 and $20,000 in order to 
get the station back on the air long 
enough to protect its license and 
find a buyer. 

Seymour, who acquired WCBM 
in February of 1987 for $2.5 mil- 
lion, was attempting to sell the sta- 
tion when the employees walked 
out. Gaines, who could not be 
reached for comment, told AP that 
WCBM is more than $1 millon in

© Collins 51J4 Review 


The Collins 51J series of communications receivers were designed in the late 1940’s and built 
from about 1950 until the early 1960’s. The R-388, the military version of the J3, was produced 
from about 1952 onward. The earliest date on my J4 instruction book is 1957 (maybe the start 
of J4 production), and it is a 3rd edition, 1 February 1958. My J4, serial number 1998, is a 
1960 model or later based on components date codes. The Collins 518-1, a gencral coverage 
receiver which replaced the J4, was produced from about 1962 until the late 1970’s, so perhaps 
1962 was the cutoff date for J4 production. I do not know how meany J4’s were produced, or if 
serial numbers are an accurate indication of the total number produced. The 51J design evolved 
directly into the 75A series of ham band only receivers, and indirectly into the Collins S-line. 
And it takes only a glance to see that the 51J design also evolved into the R-390 series of military 
receivers, The gears, cams, and racks are laid out differently, the 51J VFO PTO is smaller, the 
51J has no quick release subchassis, and the 51J IF frequency is 500 kHz rather than 455 kHz as 
in the R-390 series, but the family resemblance is unmistakable. 

The 51J series receivers tune 0.5 to 30.5 mHz in 30 bands of 1 mHz each with about 30 
kHz of overrange at each end, beginning with band 1, 0.5-1.5 mHz, and ending with band 30, 
29.5-30.5 mHz. The 51J series receivers weigh about 43 pounds sans cabinet, and require 10.5” 
high and 13.5”deep mounting space. The width is standard 19” rack mount. The front panel 
controls are RF GAIN, AUDIO GAIN, BFO ON-OFF, CALIBRATE ON-OFF, BFO PITCH, 
AVC ON-OFF, LIMITER IN-OUT, ANT. TRIM, CRYSTAL FILTER SELECTIVITY O(off)-1- 
2-3-4, CRYSTAL FILTER PHASING, OFF-ON-STANDBY, BAND CHANGE, KILOCYCLE 
TUNING, ZERO ADJ., METER INPUT (signal level)-OUTPUT (audio level), CAL.(100 kHz cal- 
ibrator screwdriver adjust), and in the J4 a filter selector 1-3-6 (1.4, 3.1, and 6.0 kHz bandwidths) 
for optional mechanical filters. The J1 did not have an antenna trimmer or front panel calibrator 
screwdriver adjustment. I do not know about the J2. The J3 and R-388 controls are identical to 
the J4 except for the mechanical filter selector. There is a mechanical filter conversion kit which 
may be used to convert a J3 or R-388 to a J4. Collins rated the sensitivity of the J4 as 6 to 10 
microvolts on band 1, and between 2 and 4 microvolts for the remaining 29 bands for a 10 db 
signal to noise ratio. The 51J used three different conversions schemes, one for band 1, a second 
for bands 2 and 3, and a third for bands 4 through 30. I won’t try to explain the conversion 
schemes here, but refer you to the R-388 manual, Department of the Army Technical Manual 
TM 11-854, or Department of the Air Force Technical Order TO 16-35R-388-5, “Radio Receiver 
R-388/URR,” April 1952. My J4 manual does not have an adequate description of the conversion 
schemes. 

Collins did a terrible thing with their design of band 1, at least if you are a BCB DXer 
like me. They desensitized it. You only have to glance at the RF-mixer tuning for band 1 and 
compare it to the other bands to see that something strange has been done to band 1, The 10K 
ohm resistor R105 and 3pf capacitor C117 stand out like sore thumbs. There is, fortunately, an 
easy to describe cure, although not so easy to actually do. Adda 0.01mfd, 1KV disc ceramic 
capacitor in parallel with C117. Anyone interested in this mod may drop me a SASE with a note 
requesting details of the mod and I’ll send a complete description. With this mod my J4 came 
alive on band 1. If you want to try out the mod before you go to the trouble to do it permanantly, 
tun down to Radio Shack, buy a pair of mini test clips, catalog number 270-372A, solder the leads 
of a 0.01mfd, 1KV disc ceramic capacitor to them, and clip them across C117 with your J4 on 
Ha side. Kither insulate the capacitor leads, or be sure that they do not touch any nearby switch 
ugs. 

A potential cause of 51J insensitivity on all bands, especially on the higher SW bands, is 
R149, 680 ohms on my schematic, which runs from one side of R148, the 10K pot RF gain control, 
to ground. The DC voltage drop from the junction of R148 and R149 to ground should be —1.40 
VDC under no signal conditions (antenna disconnected) with AVC on. If it is not, and if the 
voltage is significantly greater, say in the —1.70 to -2.00 VDC range or higher, then your 51J will 
probably be insensitive on all bands, and your 51J S-meter will probably read low, say not above 
80 db on even the strongest signals with an 80 to 100 foot long wire antenna. The cure for this 
problem is to replace R149 with a resistor which gives a —1.40 VDC voltage drop. Remove R149 
(in my J4 it is on a three lug terminal strip near where the power cord enters the chassis rear), 
temporarily wire in a suitable variable resistor, say a 1K pot, 1/2 watts or more, adjust the pot 
for a --1.40 VBC voltage drop, remove the pot, measure the resistance, and install a fixed carbon 
resistor, 1/2 watt or greater, as close to the measured value as possible. In my experience the 
voltage can be anywhere between —1.30 and —1.50 VDC. I used two 1K ohm, 1 /2 watt resistors 

‘in parallel, with measured resistance of 517 ohms, and measured voltage drop of —1.30 to —1.35 
VBC depending on the time of day (power line voltage varies rather widely here in Ruston). It 
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is probably better to be a little on the low side rather than on the high side. @ 

Another potential cause of insensitivity on all bands is R187, a 10K ohm screwdriver ad- 
justable pot with lock nut beside the BFO pitch shaft, which determines the gain of the 3rd IF 
amplifier in my J4. My manual has no instructions for setting R187. I have assumed the correct 
setting is determined by the J4 (500 KC) IF performance test per paragraph 5.3.7. For my J4, the 
500 KC IF performance criterion is met with R187 set near minimum resistance (nearly maximum 
gain of the 3rd IF amplifier). For J3’s and R~-388’s this setting may be considerably different 
because the J4 has mechanical filters which in turn have considerable insertion loss. If anyone 
has any information or opinions on this, please write me so that we can share the information 
with other hollow staters. 

Measured sensitivity using a URM-25D precision RF signal generator (after the band 1 mod 
and R149 mod) was 3 microvolts for band 1, 0.7 microvolts for bands 2 and 3, and between 1 
and 3 microvolts for bands 4 through 30 for a 10 db signal to noise ratio. I did not measure band 
1 sensitivity before my band 1 mod, but I] doubt the sensitivity was anywhere near the 6 to 10 
microvolts specified by Collins, and probably more like 25 to 100 microvolts or worse. As J4 users 
T have talked with have said, and J agree, (unmodified) J4 band 1 sensitivity is lousy. It could be 
that the band 1 sensitivity figures stated by Collins in the J4 manual are actually for the J3 and 
Collins never bothered to measure the J4 band 1 sensitivity. The insertion loss of the mechanical 
filters could easily degrade band 1 sensitivity to the degree observed. This would also explain 
why DXers judge band 1 sensitivity as perfectly acceptable for a J3 or R-388. 

How does the J4 stack up against our favorite boat anchor, the R-390A? Quite well, and in 
some cases slightly ahead. Based on my experience with a sample of one, the J4 seems to have 
somewhat less warmup drift than the R-390A’s I have used. Once warmed up, both are rock solid. 
The 43 pound weight of the J4 is a definite plus, about half that of an R-390A. The J4 audio 
quality seems much better than the R-390A, and the 3.2 ohm audio output is more convenient 
(plus a 500 ohm line output if you want it). My J4 has annoying spurs which seem to be IF 
feedthrough and harmonics at 0.5, 1.0, 1.5 mHz, and so on, with decreasing intensity up to about 
4.5 mHz. Neither has a clear win with regard to selectivity bandwidths. The 6.0 kHz filter in the 
J4 seems optimal for pleasure listening on the SW bands. But I don’t have enough experience yet 
to know if the 3.1 kHz filter in the J4 is adequate for for difficult DX situations. The J4 crystal 
filter may be switched off (position 0) or set to bandwidths of approximately 3-4 kHz, 1.25-1.6 
kHz, 0.5-0.7 kHz, or 0.3-0.5 kHz (positions 1-4) in conjunction with the 6.0 kHz mechanical 
filter. Narrower bandwidths are obtained with the 3.1 kHz and 1.4 kHz mechanical filters. For 
example, with the 3.1 kHz mechanical filter, Collins rates the J4 selectivity in crystal position 1 
as 2.25-2.75 kHz. So you have a wider choice of selectivity options than you might think. The 
J4 crystal phasing control is the best I have used, better than the standard Hammarlund crystal 
filter, just like a notch filter, which gives the J4 an edge over the R-390A in some situations. The 
J4 BFO pitch knob is not calibrated, as it is on the R-390A. The J4 has only one AVC attack 
and release time, so it is not easy to convert it into a SSB receiver and retain its AM capabilities. 
And the J4 does not have a narrow audio filter, though one could be added outboard. Thus, 
an R-390A with Cornelius SSB mod is a clear winner in the CW and SSB categories. My J4 
has a slight amount of backlash in the KILOCYCLE tuning which I believe is due to the coupler 
which connects the KCS and PTO shaft. The coupler resembles an R-390A Oldham coupler, but 
without anti-backlash spring (or spring shafts in case you wanted to add a spring), and with set 
screws rather than non-mar clamps. So for ease of PTO adjustment with no backlash, the R-390A 
comes out ahead. The J4 has a 500 kHz IF output, so you can add external IF processing like the 
Hammarlund HC-10 converter, which would give you more bandwidths and SSB with a product 
detector. I haven’t tried this, so I don’t know if just connecting an HC-10 provides effective SSB 
reception. You may still need to modify the J4 AVC. There is an AVC attack-release time mod 
described in W. I. Orr’s Ham Radio article (Feb. 1978, pp. 66-69), “Modifying the Collins 51J 
receiver for SSB reception,” which can be developed into a switched AVC mod. The J4 has plastic 
knobs, plactic KCS dial, and a bakelite drum covered with a decal which flakes off for the MCS

@ dial. The J4 MCS dial is difficult to read because of poor #47 bulb positioning and glare reflected 
from the glass window. For viewing ease and dial durability the R-390A is by far the winner. 
My J4 front panel is St. James gray (it looks black to me) with white silk screened lettering. The 
paint is finely textured, somewhat like black wrinkle varnish which the military used on much of 
its gear. The J4 was also available in a light gray, “FAA green,” and perhaps other special order 
colors. I have not seen any of the other colors, but I doubt they are as appealing to the eye as 
the St. James gray. 

Collins made a matching cabinet for the J4, but apparently few J4’s were originally purchased 
with one. Most J4’s nowadays will be without a cabinet. I like my J4 so much that I bought it 
a new Bud cabinet, called a Delux Cabinet Rack, Bud type CR-1740, 14.75” by 22” by 12.3125” 
(D by W by H) with 10.5” panel height, painted metalic gray, louvered sides, with hinged liftable 
lid and sliding flush latch, including special 10-32 large head diameter Phillips screws. My J4 
came with special 10-32 rack mounting screws which I used, but the fancy mounting screws 
Bud included shows attention to detail. The cabinet rear had a spot welded metal plate which 
restricted air flow and limited access to the J4 chassis rear. It had to go. So I drilled through the 
spot welds and removed it. Also, the tapped cabinet rack mounting rail holes did not align with 
the J4 front panel cutouts. Fortunately, they were uniformly too high. So I raised the J4 slightly 
by installing two 1.5” wide by 3/32” thick aluminum strips bolted to the cabinet bottom. After 
slightly repositioning the J4 front panel (by loosening the front panel mounting screws), it all fit 
perfectly. At first I was irritated at having to modify my brand new Bud cabinet, but now I like 
the the aluminum plates because they prevent paint from being scratched off the cabinet bottom 
when the J4 is removed from or placed in the cabinet. If you take this approach to getting a 
cabinet for your J4, be sure to measure the alignment of the rack mount cutouts before you select 
the aluminum strips thickness. I cannot guarantee that 3/32” is the correct thickness for all Bud 
cabinets and J4’s. I used drill bits and a micrometer to determine the required thickness. I would 
probably use 2” wide plates if I did it again because the 1.5” plate widths leave little tolerance 
for errors. You can do without the strips if you don’t bother to bolt the J4 in the cabinet. 


The Collins SitJ-4 General Coverage Receiver 


Reviewed by Fritz Mellberg 
I recently purchased a dandy vintage rig to use as a back up for my ICOM R-7IA. The 
Collins SiJ-4 was in good shape for its age and after replacing four tubes and 
tweaking the circuits, | am enjoying one of radio’s American classics. 


After searching for recent reviews in my cotlection of radio literature I found Vittle 
if any detailed mention of the rig, So here is my humble offer as an encouragement to 
others who might be tooking for a quality vintage receiver to use as a back up or as a 
decent first set. 


The Sid-4 was engineered in the 1950s when AM phone was a normat mode for hams. With 
band conditions at the time and prevalence of AM hams, selectivity was crucial and the 
5iJ-4 shines here with its three Collins Mechanical filters. These make it an able 
performer for both SW and BC8 DX today ~~ revaling the performance of my ICOM. For 
one third the cost of an ICOM on can have the dynamic range and selectivity of the 
best rigs today. The SIJ-4 provides 15 “count ’em!) selectivity bandwidth form 6.3 to 
.3 at 6d@ down and 14.4 to 2.5 at 60 dB down according to specs. 


The 18 tube double conversion superhet covers S40KHz to 30MHz in 30 bands. It is the 
same basic receiver as the venerable Collins R-388, but this version sports mechanical 
filters as well as the crystal filters of the 388. 


Like the 388 the 5iJ-4 reads megahertz on an 8-inch slide rule dial and Kilohertz are 
read on a separate vernier dial. KHz are about 1/8" apart allowing for excellent 
analogue readout if the set is property aligned. A 100 KHz crystal oscillator allows 
for pin-point recalibration across the band. 


The trouble with these sets is that virtually all rigs available today are aged enough 
to require a re-alignment of the famous Collins Permeability Tuned Oscittator <PTQ). 
(The 5iJ-4 was made from 1952 to 1962) On my rig the readings are off by 4 KHz beyond 
the range of the hairtine adjust on the low end. 


But the very helpful 76 page manual gives ail) instructions needed for Keeping the rig 
in top condition. It even gives instructions for re-aligning the PTO, but the task is 
not for the faint of heart and requires making a few doodads and tools. Most 
alignments can be done without a signal generator. 


It has 15 controls on the front panel along with speaker and phone jacks (4 and 600 
ohm). There si an AVC on and off, an effective noise blanker, an antenna tuner, a 
zero adjust knob, 8FO and BFO variation knobs, two Knobs controlling the crystal

filter and a very good notch filter. There is atso a lever to select mechanical 
filters. 


If you use a headset for listening like I do, the speaker jack can be used to run a 
tape recorder through its 400 ohm microphone input, sort of like modern sets! The 
back of the rig sports aduio outputs, coax antenna jack - Cunbalanced, alas) and a 500 
KHz IF output as well as the standard break in relay connections. 


How does it fare on BCB? During recent sunset DX sessions, 1 compared it with my ICOM 
and found it equaled if not bettered the quality of sound on the ICOM. 


On frequencies close to powerful locais, the ICOM suffered from audio slop, even when 
I used the narrow filter, the far sideband and the PBT with the narrow FLA 44 filter. 
The Collins hummed along pleasantly in full AM mode with a more readable signal! This 
was not always the case, but to me the edge goes to the Collins. The Collins could 
produce a better signal in AM mode and did not have to resort to SSB to get narrow 
selectivity. Actua) test figures may prove otherwise, but what counts is an audible 
signal and the Collins detivered. 


If one can afford a modern rig, the choice really is obvious. Go for the modern. Sut 
if you want quality for less, try a golden oldie! Or get greedy and go for both of 
them and make up your own mind about which one is better in various situations. 


But how does the Collins compare with the patriarch of them ait, the R370A? I have 
owned the 390A and like the 51J-4 better because it is lighter, easier to calibrate, 
and less formidable. DXer Ron Schatz compared the R390A and the R36@ in an NRC review 
ten years ago “(NRC Receiver Reference Manuat- Volume One). Ron noted that the R388 
had better signal to noise ratio, an effective notch, a true noise blanker and an 
easier calibration procedure. The 390A was better by virtue of its likelihood of 


being newer, its provision for balanced antenna input, its mechanical filters and its 


When we subsitute the StJ-4 for the 386, we eliminate the biggest disadvantage-- the 
lack of mechanical filters. The desireability of the 455 KHz IF is not clear to me. 
An R388 with mechanical filters is a fierce competitor to the R370A. 


I Keep my Collins close at hand and compare each signal I receive on my ICOM. That is 
the extent of my ‘testing’. I am usually pleased and in some cases awed by the 
performance of the Collins rig. When this happens, the ‘romance’ of old radio deepens 
for me. 


Part of our hobby is the thrill of being around radios, reading about them, using 
them. Qwening a Collins radio in whatever configuration is something every OXer should 
enjoy. The rigs can be good teachers and can lead those of us who are not technicians 
to learn more about receivers. Manuals are designed for hams who Know their way 
around the inside of the set and have plenty of information to hetp with simple 
repairs and troubleshooting. We can try our hand at simple fixes and modifications 
without risking a $700 purchase made by elfs with microscopic soldering irons. 1 
bought my 31J-4 with the tdea of learning from and with it. 


Another thing that makes older rigs interesting is that they require personal 
involvement. Just about any aspect of receiving can be controlled by the operator. 
The means we must tearn how to make the most out of the rig. It means we must get 
involved. Older rigs may have read-out problems, but old timers tell me that tn time 
they can identify frequency of off frequency Peruvians or BCB splits just as easily as 
a digital readout. 


So by all means, pick up an old classic. [f you love radio, go hollow state! Keep an 
otdie alive and working another DX season.

Perhaps it never dawned on KSKY-AM (660)

Howdy partner! Guess a reintro is in order. I've been a NRC 
member a couple of times in the past and DXed the MW band off and on for over 
35 years (since I was about 10). Other hobbies include running, birding, 
writing, photography. It's good to see many of the same old (sorry!) 
familiar names in NRC that I remember from eight years ago. 

My wife and I moved to Woodland Park in late March. I have a radon and 
water testing business, and we have a Bed and Breakfast (super low rates for 
NRC members, natch).

King said the change to the non- 
commercia) status was prompted 
both by changing market conditions 
as well as his long-held desire to es- 
tablish a commercial-free rock ’n’ 
roll station.
